The Prune Plum. 


Baskets of blue plums or fresh 
prunes have been selling in the locali- 
ties where I do food shopping for 49 


cents a piece. Such price invites e- 
periment by those who like to make 
any sort. of fruit conserve. Holding 
first place in the heart of many a mod- 
ern housewife is what is sometimes 
called “heavenly jam,“ or four fruit 
conserve and so forth, while the house- 
wife of the older day delighted in the 
plum cheese or butter. 

The heavenly jam allows much lee- 
Way as to proportions or much is taken 
in making it, so that the cook who 
gets a superior sort, because she cuts 
her ingredients daintily and does all 
the work well, is likely ta be inordinate 
the 

she uses. Even those who 
do not care much for this jam will ac- 
e that it is a delicious way of 

voring walnut meats. 

One pound of plums, one-half an 
orange cut up and soaked in water to 
cover for over night, and a large hand- 
ful of walnuts will make five jell 
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glasses of this conserve. Even so small 
a portion as this is superior if cooked 
in two pans, because the cooking times 
is so much shortened. Some cooks in 
making this conserve use three pounds 
of fresh plums cut in small pieces, one 
pound of seeded raisins, three oranges 
cut in small pieces, the juice of two 


lemons, three pounds of sugar, and one 


pound of English walnuts broken in 
pieces. 

My own experients, incomplete, have 
this year been in sirup drying of 
prunes. A friend of a friend in Cali- 
fornia peels the prunes, packs them 
in jars with filling of water only, and 
processes them.
